DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 7-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Herdman or Judd in view of Whiteford. 

Both Herdman and Judd show the claimed invention except for the use of a 
ratchet head, instead of a fixed jaw head, the use of a magnetized head (claim 7) 
and stop collar (claims 11-16). Whiteford suggests that a driver having a ratchet 
type of head that can be magnetic and have a stop collar portion. It would therefore 
be obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to modify 
either Herdman or Judd by using a ratchet head, that can be magnetized and a stop 
collar because Whiteford suggests the use of these structures in wrenches thus 
allowing a standard fixed jaw wrench to be more efficient. 

The exact shape of the gripping opening of the head is obvious as square, hex, 
12-point, and octagonal are all well known shapes and to shape the opening to fit 
the shape of the nut is obvious. Also to secure the stop collar in any well known 
manner is an obvious modification.
